LOS ANGELES, March 12.—(4)— 


Fear of disease getting a foothold in 
the earthquake-torn area of the metro- 
politan district through water pollu- 
tion or unregulated sanitation added 
more woe today to the predicament of 
homeless thousands. 

United relief agencies went into 
action on a wide front, however, and 
first aid, hospitalization. food distri- 
bution and even reconstruction work 
gathered momentum while the earth 
was still shaking. 

The 35th major shock occurred 
about 4 o'clock this morning, approx}- 
mately 34 hours after the first at 
5:50 p. m. Friday, which wrought 
the greatest damage. Another, of mod- 
erate intensity, but apparently not 
strong enough to do further damage, 
was felt here at 8:33 o’clock tonight. 

The continuing shocks did little 
damage except to shake down more 
bricks, glass and masonry, but they 
kept the populace on edge. 

Fear to Rettrn Home. 


Long Beach, center of the greatest 
destruction, discontinued the use of 
city water because authorities sus- 
pected sewage from broken pipes 
might have seeped into the water. 
mains where breakage might have oc- 
curred. Precautions against typhoid 
and smallpox were taken immediately. 

All waters drunk in the ruined area 
had to be boiled, and there was no 
gas to furnish heat, the supply baving 
been cut off to prevent fires. Fires 
were kindled in yards and other open 
places and water was boiled in primi- 
tive fashion. 

A great portion of Long Beach’s 
140,000 residents refused to return to 
their homes, fearing for their lives. 
They stuck to the open spaces, tent- 
ing where they could, but many sleep- 
ing with only a blanket for shelter. 
The weather was warm, however. 

Bread lines stretched for blocks in 
the city park and food camps else- 
where passed out emergency rations. 

Quakes Change Direction. 

A peculiarity of the later shocks 
was their change in direction of 
movement. Friday night, during the 
heaviest tremors, those lying in beds 
running bast and west said they were 
rolled sidewise, sometimes violently. 
Last night the motion seemingly 
changed, with sleepers lying east to 
west being shaken edgewise. 

Casualty and damage figyres re- 
mained generally unchanged, although 
the Long Beach figures were subject 
to alteration. The aggregate toll still 
stood at approximately 115 dead, 16 
missing, 5,000 injured, 4,000 of these 
cases being first aid matters, and 
jrroperty damage roughly $50,000,000. 

Main Buildings Undamaged. 

A force of inspectors today made 
a survey of all school buildings in 
Los Angeles county to determine the 
extent of the earthquake damage. Pre- 
liminary estimates indicated 50.000 
pupils of the 260,000 in the county’s 
school system would have to remain 
away from classes until the damage 
is repaired. 

The Los Angeles city schools will 
remain closed all week, pending a 
complete checkup. An early survey 
showed 142 school buildings were 
damaged. 

Los Angeles authorities said _ all 
major buildings in the city proper 
had come through the seismic ordeal 
without having shown any _ serious 
damage or major structural defects.

SENATORS PREDICT 
SMASHING VICTORY 
FOR ECONOMY BILL 


Approval of Measure for 


Heavy Federal Cuts 
Without Change Fore- 
seen Today or Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
A smashing victory for President 
Roosevelt in his first major tilt with 
congress was forecast today even by 
senatorial opponents of his demand 
that congress give him unprecedented 
powers to shear $500,000,000 or more 
from governmental costs. 

Approval Tuesday or Wednesday in 
the senate without change was seen 
for the measure, already passed by 
the house, which would permit the 
chief executive to slash veterans’ bene- 
fits and federal salaries. 


This development today heartened 
democratic jeaders who are demand- 
ing that the president’s second re- 
quest for broad authority to cope with 
the depression be met promptly to get 
the government on a balanced finan- 
cial level. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, who as chairman of the finance 
committee will be in charge of the 
legislation, will call up the measure 
tomorrow. MBefore the senate con- 
venes the republicans will hold a fore- 


legislation but not to bind the minor- 
ity one way or the other. 


“Republican and democratic votes 
will pass this bipartisan measure,” | 
Harrison suid. His prophecy was| 
echoed by Senator Robinson, of Ar-| 
kansas, democratic leader, who iutro- 
duced che bill on behalf of the ad- 
ministration. 

G. O. P. Leader Favors Bill. 


Senator McNary, of Oregon, the re- 
publican leader, is inclined to favor 
the measure, although he had not 
made up his mind definitely today. 
There will be many republican votes 
for it. In th. house yesterday 69 re- 
publicans cuntributed to the 266 votes 
cast for the measure as it swept to 
victory over 138 opposing votes. 

Senator Connally, democrat, ‘Texas, 
one of the two. senators in the fi- 
nance committee who voted against 
favorably reporting the bill, conceded 
the bill wovld pass in its present 
form, 

So did Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Massachusetts. who is a member ol 
the special committee appointed to 
study veterans’ economies, but which 
was not consulted in the framing of 
the legislation. 

“In my judgment,” Walsh said to- 
day, “the sentiment of a majority 
of the senate is heartily in favor of 
supporting the president regardless of 
individual views on some of the bill's 
provisions.” :

committee, would make no predictions, 
but indicated nothing could stop final ' 
passage. 

Opposes Blanket Power. 


“T think the economy program 
should be enacted by congress rather 
than give blanket power to the presi- 
“I am not against 
the principle proposed, but I don’t like 
to see congress abdicate its power 
and cause a revolutionary change in 
our system of government.” 

Several amendments may be offered 
on the floo., but those who were con- 
sidering them said today this step 
had not been definitely determined. 

One change proposed may be simi- 
to that offered but rejected in 
the house, which would limit any vet- 
eran pension or compensation cut 
to 25 per cent.

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Pope Pius Expected To Denounce 
Orthodox Baptism of Princess 


VATICAN CITY. March 12.—(P)ewas on this promise that he granted

morning, say Vatican prelates, when 
he delivers an allocution to the cardi- 
nals in the Holy Year consistory. The 
pontiff. they say. will denounce the 
orthodox baptism of the little Prin- 
cess Maria Luisa. born in January. 

The consistory is called to create 
six new cardinals, among whom are 
Archbishop Fumasoni-Biondi, until 
now apostolic delegate at Washington, 
and Archbishop Villeneuve, of Quebec, 
and to nominate three cardinals to 
open the holy doors of three Rome 
basilicas Saturday, April 1, at the 
moment the pope opens the holy door 
of St. Peter’s to inaugurate the holy 
year. 

The pope will speak nearly an hour, 
delivering an allocution of approxi- 
mately 6,000 words in discussing the 
world situation. 

He will recall. prelates believe. 
Boris’ and Giovanna'’s verbal and

permission for the Catholic 'Princess 
Giovanna to marry the orthodox King

This would be the second time the 
pope has publicly reproved Boris and 
Giovanna. In his Christmas address 
to the cardinals in 1930 he expressed 
displeasure at the orthodox marriage 
ceremony in Sofia that followed the 
Catholic ceremony at Assisi. This. 
he pointed out, was also contrary to 
the royal couple’s written promise. 
The pontiff. through his delegate at 
Sofia. Monsignor Roncalli, has al- 
ready protested to the Bulgarian cov- 
ernment against the royal baby’s bap- 
tism. 

Tomorrow's consistory. which is se- 
cret. will undoubtedly follow the es- 
tablished custom of confirming or 
preconizing appointments of § arch- 
bishops and bishops made by the pope 
since the last consistory in July, 1930. 
These include a number of Americans 
and Canadians. Among them is 
Rishon Daniel Desmond, Alexandria, 
Louisiana.

New Currency Is Sound, 
Roosevelt Assures U. S. 


President, in Radio Address, Declares Banks 
Reopening This Week Will Take Care of 
All Needs of Moment.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt told the nation 
tonight that the banking system was 
ready for reopening tomorrow on a 
progressive basis and asked for re- 
newed confidence and ‘faith by the 
people. 

“Let me make it clear that the 
banks will take care of all needs,” he 
assured. 

Catching a spare moment almost 
for the first time in his eight busy 
days in the White House, the presi- 
dent used the press and the radio to 
tell the people in his own words of 
what: was done and what he intends 
to do. | 

He promised the assistance of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and of the federal reserve member 
banks to make sure of the opening of 
sound state institutions outside the 
federal reserve. 

The tew currency now being rushed 
into the far corners of the nation for 
needs of the citizenry he described as 
“sound.” 

He scored those bankers who “had 
shown themselves either incompetent 
or dishonest” and asserted: “It was 
the government’s job to straighten out 
this situation and do it as quickly as 
possible—and the job is being per- 
formed.” 

Warning that some banks might 
not be reopened, he asked that no con- 
cern be felt if an institution is not 
immediately restarted and explained 
it probably would be opened shortly. 

Mr. Roosevelt praised the co-opera- 
tion received from the people and from 
congress. 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke from his study

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GERMANS DISCARD 
REPUBLICAN FLAG 


Old Imperial Black, White 
and Red Become Nation- 
al Colors Today. 


BERLIN, March 12.—(4)—The re- 
publican flag was pushed into the dis- 
card today as the emblem of the Ger- 
man nation by a decree of President 
Von Hindenburg effective tomorrow, 
made the old imperial black, white 
and red the national colors. 

The decree, which was announced 
nation-wide in a speech by Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler, also set out that 
the swastika flag of the Hitler na- 
tionalist socialist party should share 
full equality with the imperial ban- 
er. 

It provides that until further no- 
tice, the swastika emblem be flown 
on public buildings simultaneously 
with the imperial colors. 

Meavuwhile, Wilhelm Frick, minis- 
ter of interior, issued a supplemen- 
tary decree calling for the flagging 
of all public buildings for the next 
three days “in celebration of the vic- 
tory of the national revolution.”

Mr. Spencer. who was 69 years of 
age, was fatally injused when he was 
run- over by the car of James K. 
Rankin, well-known Atlanta lawyer, 
at Park Lane and Piedmont avenue 
at 9:30 o'clock Sunday morning. He 
was taken to St. Joseph’s infirmary 
by Mr. Rankin but died late Sunday 
afternoon. His skull was fractured 
and his neck was broken, 
said, 

A native of Thomasville, Mr. 
Spencer. had resided in Atlanta most 
of his Jife and for 31 years had been 
manager of the shoe department of 
Hirsch Brothers, Inc. He resided with 
his first cousing J. Harry Alexander, 


Son of Former Mayor. 

He was the son of the late Sam B. 
Spencer, former mayor of Atlanta, 
and the late Mary Baker Spencer, a 
member of a prominent Liberty coun- 
ty family. They removed from Thom- 
asville to Atlanta when Mr. Spencer 
was a small boy and he received his 
education in the Atlanta public 
schools, graduating at Boys’ High 
school. 

Mr. Spencer was a devout member 
of the Central Presbyterian church 
and was a first lieutenant in the old 
Atlanta Rifles. He was widely known 
in business circles of Atlanta.

The banks would 
remit the amounts to the banks from 
which the drafts are received. 

A formal announcement which was 
addressed to all banking institutions, 
“whether or not licensed to carry on 
usual and normal functions by the 
secretary of the treasury or appro- 
priato state authority,” said:

Change in Governmental Functions 


Seen by Hoover Committee Prober 


NEW YORK March 12.—The de-* 
pression may be setting the stage 
for “types ot official activity which 
have not been traditionally accepted 
in this countrs’ declares Dr. Leonard 
D. White. professor of public admin- 
istration at the University of Chi- 
cago. : 

He voices this supposition in the 
preface to his “trends in public ad- 
ministration.” published today under 
the direction of the presidents re- 
search committee on social trends, a 
croup sppointed by ex-President Hoo- 
ver three years ago. 

In the main body of the report he 
predicts that the United States will 
not adopt any revolutionary govern- 


mental change within the next decade. | 


Commenting in the preface (writ- 
ten after his analysis of the mate 
rial on which the report is based) 
upon the effects of the depression. 
he says “it seems certain that the 
process of change in our institutions 
of public administration is being great- 
ly accelerated” 

He sees changes occasioned by “the 
trend toward centralization,” “the de- 
mand for better management,” “the 


necessity for uction in public ex-. 


guidance and leadership.” 

“Beyond these structural changes. 
important thongh they be.” he adds. 
“one suspects that deeper changes are 
taking place in public attitudes to- 
ward government, and iv the sense ol 
reliance ob government, 
be setting the stage for types oi of- 
ficial activity which have not been 
traditionally accepted in this country.” 

American business rather than the 
ideals of revolutionary or _ radical 
thinkers has furnished the pattern 
for whatever changes in government! 
have been made during the present 
century. Dr. White asserts in the re 
port itself. 

“The trends in public administra- 
tion are conservative in tone.” he de 
clares. “No radical] o; extreme re 
organization of the form or substance 
of the American administrative sys-

Banking institutions not members 
of the federal reserve system or or 
Anized under the laws of the United 
states which are not under the im- 
mediate supervision of any state au- 
thority also were authorized by Nec: 
retary Woodius to carry on their usual] 
and normal functions beginning to- 
morrow except as otherwise prohibit- 
ed, providing none shall pay out gold 
coin or bullion or engage in foreign 
exchange transactions except for nor- 
mal busines: requirements, 

Another regulatio: issued permit- 
ted banking institutions to substitute 
for or release collateral held by them 
provided other collateral or cash of 
equal or greater value is received in 
exchange. 

The text of the new regulations is- 
sued tonight follows: ’ 

“Regulation No. 19. Except. as 
otherwise prohibited by law, banking 
instifutions may exercise their nor- 
mal and usual functions in permitting 
substitution tor or release of collat- 
eral held by them, provided other 
collateral or cash of equal or greater 
value .s received in exchange there- 
for.” 

“Regulation 20. All federal reserve 
banks and their branches and agen- 
cies may open March 13, 1933, and 
may remain open for the performance 
of :ll usual and normal banking 
functions except as prohibited by the 
executive order issued by the presi- 
dent on March 10, 1933, and any 
further orders or regulations here- 
after issued.” 

“Regulation 21. Banking institu- 
tions which are not members of the 
federal resegve system or organized 
under the laws of the United States 
and which are not under the imme- 


| diate supervision of any state author- 


ity may, on or after March 13, 1933, 
carry on their normal and usual func. 
tions except as otherwise prohibited 
iad except that no such institution 
shall pay out any gold coin, gold bul- 
lion or gold certificates, unless au- 
thorized by the secretary of ‘the treas- 
ury, nor allow withdrawal of any cur- 
rency for hoarding, nor engage in any 
transaction in foreign exchange except 
such as may be undertaken for legiti- 
mate and normal business require- 
ments, for reasonable traveling and 
other personal requirements and for 
fulfillment of contracts entered into 
prior to March 6, 1933.” 

“Regulation No. 22. <All federal 
land banks, federal intermediate credit 
banks, joint stock land banks, federal 
home loan banks, regional agricultural 
credit corporations and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation § are 
hereby permitted to open at 9 o'clock 
a. m. Monday, March 13, 1933, to 
perform their usual banking functions 
except to the extent prohibited by 
the executive order of the president 
of the United States, issued March 
10, 1933, by federal or state iaw. or 
as may hereafter be fimited or pro- 
hibited by regulations promulgated by 
the secretary of the treasury. 

“This permission, as to each of the 
foregoing banking institutions, may 
be revoked in whole or in part by 
the secretary of the treasury at any 
time, and is granted as to each such 
institution upon the express condition 
that such institution shall deliver, 
within 30 days from the date hereof, 


to the treasurer of the United States, | 


or to a federal reserve bank, or a 
federal reserve branch bank of the 
district in which it is located, all gold 
coin, gold bullion and gold certificates 
owned by it, and receive payment in 
credit or in other forms of coin or 
in currency.” 

The order permitting federal re- 
serve banks and branches and agencies 
to open tomorrow in addition to open- 
ing the banks in the 12 federal re- 
serve cities will open the Buffalo 
branch of the New York bank. the 
Cincinnati and Pittsburgh branches of

M’COOEY REPUDIATES 
ACTION OF ECONOMY FOES 

NEW YORK, March 12.—4)—

It was then that I issued the proc- 
lamation providing for the nation- 
wide bank holiday, and this was the 
first step in the government's recon- 
struction of our financial and eco- 
nomic fabric. 


The second step was the legislation 
promptly and patriotically passed by 
the congress confirming my proclama- 
tion and broadening my powers so 
that it became possible in view of 
the requirement of time to extend the 
holiday and lift the ban of that holi- 
day gradually. This law also gave 
authority to develop a program of 
rehabilitation of our banking facili- 
ties. I want to tell our citizens in 
every part of the nation that the na- 
tional congress—republicans and dem- 
ocrats alike—showed by this action 
a devotion to public welfare and a 
realization of the emergency and the 
necessity for speed that it is difficult 
to match ir our history. 

The third stage has been the series 
of regulations permitting the banks 
to continue their functions to take 
care of the distribution of food and 
household necessities and the payment 
of pay rolls. 

BANKS PUT IN POSITION 
TO MEET EVERY DEMAND. 

This bank holiday, while resulting 
in many cases in great inconvenience, 
is affording us the opportunity to 
supply the currency necessaray to 
meet the situation. No sound bank 
is a dollar worse off than it was 
when it closed its doors last Monday. 
Neither is any bank which may turn 
out not to be in a position for im- 
mediate opening. The new law al- 
lows the 12 Federal Reserve banks 
to issue additional currency on good 
assets and thus the banks which re- 
open will be able to meet every legiti- 
mate call. The new currency is be- 
ing sent out by the bureau of engriv- 
ing and printing in large volume to 
every part of the country. It is sound 
currency because it is backed by ac- 
tual, good assets. 

A question you will ask is this— 
why are not all the banks to be re- 
opened at the same time? ‘The an- 
swer is simple. Your government 
does not intend that the history of 
the past few years shall be repeated. 
We do not want and will not have 
another epidemic of bank failures. 

As a result, we start tomorrow, 
Monday, with the opening of banks 
in the 12 Federal Reserve bank cities 
—those banks which on first examina- 
tion by the treasury already have been 
found to be all right. This will be 
followed on Tuesday by the resump- 
tion of all their functions by banks 
already found to be sound in cities 
where there aré recognized clearing 
houses. That means about 200 cities 
y. the United States. 

SCHEDULE FOR REOPENING 
OF SMALLER INSTITUTIONS. 

On Wednesday and succeeding days, 
banks in smaller places all through 
the country wili resume business, sub- 
ject, of course, to the government § 
physical ability to complete its sur- 
vey. It is necessary that the reopen- 
ing of banks be extended over a period 
in order to permit the banks to make 
applications for necessary loans, to 
obtain currency needed to meet their 
requirements and to enable the gov- 
ernment to make common sense check- 
ups. 
Let me make it clear to you that 
if your bank does not open the first 
day you are by no means justified 
in believing that it will not open. 
A bank that opens on one of the 
subsequent days is in exactly the same 
status as the bank that opens tomor- 
row. 

’ TI know that many people are worry- 
ing about state banks not members 
of the federal reserve system. _ These 
banks can and will receive assistance 
from member banks and from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
These state banks are following the 
same course as the national banks, ex- 
cept that they get their licenses to 
resume business from the state au- 
thorities, and these authorities have 
been asked by the secretary of the 
treasury tu permit their good banks 
to open up on the same schedule as 
the national banks. I am confident 
that the state banking departments 
wilf be as careful as the national gov- 
ernment in the policy relating to the 
opening of banks and will follow the 
same broad policy. 

HOARDING POLICY BECOMES 
UNFASHIONABLE PRACTICE. 

It is possible that when the banks 
resume, a very few people who have 
not recovered from their fear may 
again begin withdrawals. Let me 
make it clear that the banks will take 
care of all needs—and it is my be 
lief that hoarding during the past 
week has become an exceedingly un- 
fashionable pastime. It needs no 
prophet to tell you that when the peo- 
ple find that they can get their money 
—that they caf get it when they want 
it for all legitimate purposes—the 
phantom of fear will soon be laid. 
People will again be glad to have 
their money where it will be safely 
taken care of and where they can | 


use it conveniently at any time. Il 
can assure you that it is safer to 
keep your money in a reopened bank 
than under the mattress.

Remember that the essential ac-| 
complishment of the new legislation 
is that it makes it possible for banks 
more readily to convert their assets 
into cash than was the case before. 
More liberal provision had been made 
for banks tv borrow on these assets 
at the reserve banks and more liberal 
provision has also been made for is- 
suing currency on the security of these 
good assets. This currency is not 
fiat currency. It is issued only on 
adequate security—and every good 
bank has an abundance of such secur- 
ity. 

GOVERNMENT TO ASSIST 
IN REVIVING OTHER BANKS. 


One more point before I close. 
There will be, of course, some banks 
unable to reopen without being re- 
organized. The new law allows the 
government to assist-in making these 
reorganizations quickly and effectively 
and even allows the government to 
subscribe to at least a part of new 
capital which may be required. 

[ hope you can see from this ele- 
mental recital of what your govern- 
ment is doing that there is nothing 
complex or radical in the process. 

We had a bad banking situation. 
Some of our bankers. had shown 
themselves either incompetent or dis- 


honest in their handling of the peo- 


ple’s funds. They had used the money 
entrusted to them in speculations and 
unwise loans, This was of course not 
true in the vast majority of our 
banks, but it was true in enough of 
them to shock the people for a time 
into a sense of insecurity and to put 
them into a frame of mind where 
they did not differentiate, but seemed 
to assume that the acts of a compara- 
tive few had tainted them all. It was 
the government’s job to straighten out 
this situation and do it as quickly as 
possible—and the job is being per- 
formed. 

I do not promise you that every 
bank will be reopened or that indi- 
vidual losses will not be suffered, but 
there will be no losses that possibly 
could be avoided; and tNere would 
have been more and greater losses had 
we continued to drift. I can even 
promise you salvation for some at 
least of the sorely pressed banks. We 
shall be engaged not merely in re- 
opening sound banks but in the crea- 
tion of sound banks through reorgani- 
zation. 

NOTE OF CONFIDENCE 
SOUNDED BY PEOPLE. 

It has been wonderful to me _ to 
catch the note of confidence from all 
over the country. I can never be suf- 
ficiently grateful to the people for the 
loyal support they have given me in 
their acceptance of the judgment that 
has dictated our course, even though 
all our processes may not have 
seemed clear to them. 

After all, there is an .element in 
the readjustment of our financial sys- 
tem more important than currency, 
more important than gold, and that is 
the confidence of the people. Confi- 
dence and courage are the essentials 
of success in carrying out our plan. 
You people must-have faith; you 
must not be stampeded by rumors or 
guesses. Let us unite in banishing 
fear. We have provided the ma- 
chinery to restore our financial sys- 
tem; it 1s up to you to support and 
make it work. 

_ It is your problem no less than it 
is mine. Together we cannot fail.

The enactment by the house of 
President Roosevelt's emergency 
economy program, by a vote of a 
majority of the democrats, with a 
large block of republicans, brings 
increased confidence to the country. 

The country stood aghast Sat- 
urday when it was announced that 
the democratic caucus had refused 
to stand by the president. A major- 
ity of the caucus approved the 
economy program but it failed to 
receive the necessary two-thirds to 
bind the entire democratic mem- 
bership of the house. 

But democratic leaders, undaunt- 
ed by the obstructive attitude of the 
spineless members of the caucus 
who refused to stand by the presi- 
dent, took the matter at once before 
the house, which ordered immediate 
consideration and promptly enacted 
the measure giving the president 
the power sought to enable him 
te balance the federal budget. 

The vote of the democratic mi- 
mority in the caucus emphasizes the 
teyth of the historic observation of 
President Grant that the democrats 
can “always be trusted to act the 
damn fool at the right time.’’

has heretofore exercised over his 
own party. 

The continuation of this dicta- 
torial power rests, of course, upon 
the attitude of President Hinden- 
burg. It is understood that he 
agrees in the necessity for the emer- 
gency restriction of civil rights at 
this time, but it is doubtful whether 
his approval will be extended to 
its prolongation after the present 
crisis has been cleared up.

Correspondents who have pro- 
pounded questions bearing on the 
freedom of the press at the press 
bureau of the ministry of foreign 
affairs have been told that such in- 
quiries would not only not be an- 
swered but that insistence will be 
followed by prompt expulsion from 
the country. 

Foreign correspondents have been 
told that Hitler will not grant any 
more interviews until after he is 
“formally established after the elec- 
tions.” They are freely interpreting 
this as indicating that the nazis de- 
termined nat to relinquish power, 
no matter what the result of the 
election.

M. Paul Allard, the former chief 
censor of France, who recently pub- 
lished extracts of the stenographic 
reports of the secret sessions of the 
chamber of deputies during the war, 
continues his revelations in a series 
of articles. 


There is, of course, no doubt as to 
the authenticity of M. Allard’s data. 
He was not only chief censor, but 
he was, in addition, the confidant of 
Clemenceau and of Tardieu, the two 
men who practically put together the 
Treaty of Versailles. In his new 
series M. Allard tells of the scenes 
that were enacted in the privacy of 
the council chambers of the peace- 
makers in Paris and of the army of 
peeping-toms and self-appointed listen- 
ers-in that swarmed around the peace 
conference. ‘The most interesting part 
of the revelations concerns President 
Wilson and his frequent “spats” 
with the old Tiger of France. 

The figure of the war-time presi- 
dent is about the only one which 
emerges with honor out of the daily 
squabbles. M. Allard makes it clear | 
that President Wilson did his utmost 
to curb the ferocity of the Versailles 
treaty. When the French advisers 
proposed this or that additional an- 
nexation either for France or for one 
of her allies, Mr. Wilson used to 
say: “But that was not envisaged 
when I sent off my Fourteen Points!” 
and he would not hear of it. At an- 
other moment he exclaimed: “I have 
nothing to do with those secret bar- | 
gains you struck with a ezar who has | 
since disappeared!” The truth is) 
that Wilson saw to what a frightful | 
chaos a peace treaty would lead which | 
would divide Europe for years to) 
come into a conquered and a victer 
group. He did not live tu see his 
worst fears materialize. But we can.

A 
urinalysis immediately after active ex- | 
ercise invariably shows a considerable | 
trace of albumen. This has led 
misunderstandings in not a few 
examinations where the 
amining doctor is dumb. 

The quantity of albumen in 
urine is increased if the vigorous ex- | 
ercise is associated with anxiety or | 
excitement, as in a football game or | 
other contest 

Basketbali players usually show al- | 
bumen after match games, and some | 
of them do efter mere practice games. | 

Marathon ‘runners invariably have | 
a considerable trace of albumen in the | 
urine after a race, and some of them | 
have vlood cells in the urine. The 
albumen persists for a week or more. 

Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, referring to 
this in his classical “Exercise in Ed- 
ucation and Medicine” says: 

“This would go to prove that 

after severe exercise there is al- 

ways a nephritis, lasting from a 

few uours or days to a week, ac- 

cording tu the severity of the ex- 
ertion and the condition of the 
subject. 

The sediment present after ex- 
ercise resembles (chemically) the 
sediment in severe nephritis. and 
this condition is evidently due to 
the high tension induced in the 
circulation bv the exercise.”

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CHINESE LAUNCH 
SQUNTERATTAGK 


Many Reported Dead in 
Furious Engagement in 
Region of Fanchiakow. 


CHENGTEHFU, Jehol Province, 
Monday, March 13.—(UP)—Chinese 
forces today engaged in a vigorous 
counter-attack against Japanese troops 
in the region of Fanchiakow, a portal 
in the Great Wall. 

The battle started Sunday morning 
and today was reported continuing 
with many dead on both sides. 


A battery of mountain artillerymen 
of the Hattori corps was destroyed by 
Chinese in a surprise attack, it was 
reported. The Chinese, using swords 
and pistols, clashed in hand-to-hand 
combat with the Japanese. 

Fourteen members of the Hattori 
corps were killed and 39 seriously 
wounded in the fighting near Fanchia- 
kow. The wounded were being taken 
to hospitals at Chinchow, Manchuria, 
by airplane ambulances. 

Japanese threw the attacking col- 
umn of the Chinese General Wang 
I-che into retreat south of Kupeikow 
by a successful airplane bombing raid. 

Fierce fighting was expected near 
Hsihfengkow, where 5,000 soldiers of 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s army entrenched 
after an advance from  Luanchow. 
They were well equipped, and main- 
tained motor truck communication 
with Luanchow.

GLURGIA MAY LOSE 
CIVIL SERVICE POS

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Con- 
flicting aspirations of two Georgia 
candidates for a place on the United 
States civil service commission may 
result in the state losing its present 
representation on that body. 

Miss Jessie Dell, who was appoint- 
ed under the Hoover administration 
as the first woman ever to serve on 
the commission, is being urged for re- 
appointment, A native of Sylvania, 
Ga., some of her friends have even 
put her forward for the chairmanship, 
claiming that her record of service 
during the past several years fully 
qualifies her for that responsibility. 

The second Georgia candidate is 
William E. Tate, of Atlanta, state 
service officer for World War vet- 
erans, who has strong backing from 
veterans’ organization leaders not only 
in Georgia but in a number of states 
throughout the country. 

In the face of indorsements given 
the two candidates members of the 
Georgia congressional delegation have 
urged both names for consideration 
at the hands of the new Roosevelt 
administration. But it is regarded as 
doubtful that both can be appointed. 
On the other hand, belief is expressed 
in some quarters that President Roose- 
velt rather than turn either of the 
two candidates down, may be forced 
to go outside the state for filling va- 
cancies on the commission, 

Miss Dell came up from the ranks 
of government service, having been 
appointed by President Hoover as a 
democrat upon the recommendation of 
her superiors in recognition of her 
record. She has been in the govern- 
ment service here for a number of 
years, Georgia congressmen and 
senators also joined in urging her orig- 
inal appointment. 

While considerable uncertainty still 
exists over the fate of the two candi- 
dates because of the conflict, friends 
of Miss Dell profess to believe that 
she still will be retained in her pres- 
ent capacity even though denied the 
chairmanship. The Georgia woman 
was unavailable for comment on the 
situation today.

HITLER 1S VIGTOR 
IN PRUSSIAN VOTE 


Nazis Gain Undisputed 
Leadership in Municipal, 
Communal Election. 


BERLIN, March 12.—/)—In mu- 
nicipal and communal _ elections 
throughout Prussia today, Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s national socialists won 
an undisputed leadership. 

Hundreds of thousands of their bit- 
terest opponents, the communists, 
helped the nazi cause by abstaining 
from voting. 

Officials in all city and town coun- 
cils and like bodies were chosen today 
in Prussia, the largest and most im- 
portant German state. About 1,000,- 
VOU persons sought office, among 
them approximately 200,000 incum- 
bents. ‘Today’s election was ordered 
in an attempt by Herr Hitler’s gov- 
ernment to get control of the Prussian 
diet. 

According to an official spokesman 
for the government, there is no inten- 
tion of barring communist aldermen 
from taking their seats, although, he 
said, communists will not be seated 
in the reichstag and the landtag. 

The government’s success today au- 
tomatically resulted in the removal of 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer from the. so- 
called triumvirate consisting of the 
Prussian premier, the diet president 
and the president of the state council. 

Domination of the Prussian trium- 
virate is necessary for getting com- 
plete control of the Prussian diet. The 
government hopes that the replace- 
ment of opposition officeholders by 
Hitler men will result in the selection 
of wa nazi as president of the state 
council. 

Today’s election means that’ the 
government has a two-thirds majority 
in both the federal council and the 
Prussian state council.

Gold Is Leaving Socks and Tin Cans 
And Finding Its Way Back to Banks 


Gold and its equivalent, including 
some of the old “yellow backs” and 
certificates backed by gold in United 
States government vaults, is finding 
its way back into the banks and, in 
some cases, in amazingly large sums. 

One of the higher banking officials 
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of the south Sunday related this 
story told him by one of the leading 
bankers of Georgia: 

A long-time customer, noted for 
miserly inclinations and suspected of 
having one or two thousand put away 
in the old sock, asked: “If you had a 
small amount of gold, what would 
you do with it?” 

“T would deposit it in a bank right 
away.” the banker replied, “and if 
you don’t do it, don’t come back 
whining and complaining to me if you 
are sent to the federal penitentiary.” 

In two hours the customer was 
A a $42,000 in gold certifi- 
cates ! 


In a Georgia coastal city there was 
a similar case. The banker was 
asked by the customer if it Was really 
necessary to put real gold back into 
the bank. Thinking his customer 
probably had $100 or S200 in hiding, 
the banker advised: “If you are a 
good citizen and want to avoid prose- 
cution, I would deposit it.” 

This old-timer, the banker said, was 
back pronto—with $15,000 in gold 
coin. 

“People all over the south,” the 
banking official said. “are coming to 
the banks with gold ranging in 
amounts from a few hundred dollars 
to several thousand and placing it on 
deposit.”

POWER RATE CUT 
ASKED IN BALDWIN 


Petition to Public Service 
Body Demands Slash of 
50 Per Cent. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 


12.—A reduction of “at least 50 per 
cent,” in the rates for electric power 
and lighting now charged in Milledge- 
ville and Baldwin county is demand- 
ed in a petition addressed to the 
Georgia public service commission 
now being circulated here. It was 
stated by G. J. Adams, prominent 
merchant, who is among those active 
in the movement that several hundred 
names have already been secured, al- 
though the move was only launched 
Friday afternoon. It is claimed that 
present rates “are unreasonable, ex- 
orbitant and should not be tolerat- 


The petition calls upon the service 
commission to grant the relief sought 
“without exhaustive investigations 
and delays” and it is stated that 
unless this is done an appeal will be 
directed to Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge and the legislature for action 
before the present session of the gen- 
eral assembly ends. 

Discontinuance of the “service 
charge” is also asked in the petition, 
which claims also that there have 
been many overcharges which should 
be ‘investigated and proper refunds 
made, also “that a more careful read- 
ing of meters be ordered with less er- 
rors in favor of the utility com- 
panies.” 

One clause of the petition reads as 
follows: 

“That during the present times of 
stress and with so many closed banks 
that you prohibit any electric light- 
ing and power concerns in this vicin- 
ity from: 

“A. Discontinuing service under 
any condition whatever where electric 
service is desired; 

“B. Order the power companies to 
accept personal checks as cash dur- 
ing the period of the emergency; 

“C. Prohibit the forfeiting of cash 
discounts on account of time; 

“DPD. Prevent the infliction of pen- 
alties of any kind upon customers; 

“FE. Prohibit the refusal of any 
utility company to furnish power to 
needy customers where desired be- 
cause of lack of funds.” 

A special committee of Baldwin 
county citizens, it is stated, will pre- 
sent the petition to the public serv- 
ice commission and to the governor.

Spot quotations for a wide assort- 
ment of staples were higher, including 
cotton, live stock, nonferrous metals, 
and scrap iron and steel. 

Industrial activity was inclined to 
slacken. Steel, in its weekly survey, 
placed ingot production at 13 1-2 per 
cent of capacity. This compares with 
about 20 per cent only a few weeks 
ago.
